The Goa Land Revenue Code (Amendment) Bill, 2000 


The Goa Land Revenue Code , 1968 


(Act 9 of 1969) 


With a view to augmenting the revenue , it is proposed to 
amend sub - section (6 ) of section 32 of the Goa Land Rev 
enue Code, 1968 (Act No. 9 of 1969), so as to increase the 
fees chargeable for conversion of agricultural land for non 
agricultural purpose , in respect of personal housing , from 
Rs. 2/- per sq . metre to Rs. 10 /- per sq . metre and in re 
spectof commercial/ industrial housing , based on commer 
cial zones, and also in coastal villages. 


Section 32. Procedure for conversion of use of land from 
one purpose to another.--- (6 ) When the land is permitted to be 
used for a non - agricultural purpose , a sanad shall be granted to 
the holder thereof in the form prescribed under the rules on 
payment of the fees at the rates mentioned as under: 


(i) On personal housing 


Rs. 2/ - per square metre . 


Rs. 5 /- per square metre . 


It is also proposed to omit the proviso to sub -section ( 1) 
of section 36 of the said Code, which is necessary for the 
purpose of effecting amendment to the Goa, Daman and 
Diu Minor Mineral Concession Rules , 1985 , for the pur 
pose of doing away with the grant of mining lease by the 
private parties, so that no persons shall have vested rights 
with respect to minorminerals towards grant of leases.

It is proposed to raise the charges for conversion of ag 
ricultural land to non - agricultural purpose in respect of per 
sonal housing , from Rs . 2 /- per sq . metre to Rs . 10 /- per 
sq . metre and in respect of commercial housing , industrial 
and commercial construction , based on commercial zones 
and also in coastal villages. 


The exact expected revenue on this account cannot be 
quantified . 


36. CentralGovernment title to minesand minerals.- ( 1 ) Un 
less it is otherwise expressly provided hy the terms of the grant

( 2 ) The right to all mines and quarries includes the right of 
access to land for the purpose of mining and quarrying and the 
righi 10 occupy such other land as may be necessary for pur 
poses subsidiary thereto , including the erection of offices, 
workmen s dwellings and machinery , the stacking of minerals 
and deposit of refuse , the construction of roads, railways or tram 
lines, and any other purposes which the Governmentmay declare 
to be subsidiary to mining and quarrying. 


Governor s recommendation under Article 207 

of the Constitution : 


In pursuance of Article 207 of the Constitution the Gov 
ernor of Goa has recommended to the Legislative Assem 
bly of Goa the introduction and consideration of the Goa 
Land Revenue Code (Amendment) Bill , 2000 . 


(3 ) If the Government has assigned to any person the right 
over any minerals , mines or quarries, and if , for the proper enjoy 
ment of such right. it is necessary that all or any of the powers 
specified in sub - sections ( 1) and (2 ) should be exercised , the 
Collector may,by an order in writing , subject to such conditions 
and reservations as he may specify , delegate such powers to the 
person to whom the right has been assigned :

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Provided that no such delegation shall be made until notice 
has been duly served on all persons having rights in the land 
affected , and their objections have been heard and considered . 


ment, and has not been assigned by the Government, shall with 
out prejudice to any other mode ofaction that may be taken against 
him , be liable , on the order in writing of the Collector, to pay 
penalty not exceeding a sum determined at three times the market 
value of the minerals so extracted , removed , collected , replaced . 
picked up or disposed of, as the case may be : 


(4 ) If , in the exercise of the right herein referred to over any 
land , the rights of any person are infringed by the occupation or 
disturbance of the surface of such land , the Government or its 
assignee shall pay to such persons compensation for such in 
fringement and the amount of such compensation shall , in the 
absence of agreement, be determined by the Collector or, if his 
award is not accepted , by the civil court, in accordance with the 
provisions of the Land Acquisition Act, 1894 . 


Provided that, if the sum so determined is less than one thou 
sand rupees, the penalty may be such larger sum not exceeding 
one thousand rupees as the Collector may impose . 


(5 ) No assignee of the Government shall enter on or occupy 
the surface of any land unless compensation has been deter 
mined and tendered to the persons whose rights are infringed : 


(8 ) Without prejudice to the provision in sub - section (7 ), the 
Collector may seize and confiscate any mineral extracted , removed , 
collected, replaced , picked up or disposed of from anymine , quanry 
or other place referred to in sub - section (7), the right to which 
vests in the Central Government and has not been assigned by 
the Government. 


Provided that it shall be lawfulfor the Collector to grant interim 
permission pending the award of the civil court in cases where 
the question of determining the proper amount of compensation 
is referred to such court under sub - section ( 4 ).

( 9 ) The Government may make rules to regulate the extraction 
and removal of minor minerals required by inhabitants of a vil 
lage , town or city for their doinestic , agricultural or professional 
use on payment of fees or free of charge , as may be specified in 
the rules . 


(6 ) If an assignee of the Government fails to pay compensa 
tion as provided in sub - section ( 4 ), the Collector may recover 
such compensation from him on behalf of the persons entitled to 
it , as if it were an arrear of land revenue. 


Explanation...For the purposes of this section , “minorminer 
als” means the minor minerals in respect of which the Govern 
ment is empowered to make rules under section 15 of the Mines 
and Minerals (Regulation and Development) Act, 1957.

1. Short title . - This Act may be called the Goa Supplementary 
Appropriation Act, 2000 . 


2. Issue of Rs. 15547.23 lakhs from out of the Consolidated Fund of 
the State of Goa for the financial year 1999-2000 . - From and out of the 
Consolidated Fund of the State ofGoa , there may be paid and applied sumsnot 
exceeding those specified in column (5 ) of the Schedule amounting in the 
aggregate to the sums of one hundred fifty five crores, forty seven lakhs and 
twenty three thousand rupees towards defraying the several charges which will 
come in course of paymentduring the financial year 1999-2000 in respect of the 
services and purposes specified in column (2 ) of the Schedule .
